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Lawmakers Propose ‘Death by 
Dealer’ Statute Following North 
Fork Fentanyl OD Arrests

6¢ Our message is clear—if you are selling drugs in 

Suffolk County and you kill someone, we will hold 
you accountable.” Suffolk County District Attorney 
Timothy Sini did not mince words Thursday during 
a press conference to announce that two arrests had 
been made in connection with the fentanyl-laced co- 
caine that caused a rash of six fatal, and additional 
non-fatal, overdoses on the East End last week. At 
the same time, Sini and a gathering of local, state 
and police officials said lawmakers have penned a 
new “Death by Dealer” statute that would result in 
much stronger punishments for drug dealers whose 
product killed users. 

According to Sini, swift action by a coalition of 
police from various municipalities, including Suffolk 
County and Southold police, the East End Drug Task 
Force and East End Heroin Task Force, among oth- 
ers, took the alleged dealer and his supplier off the 
street quickly. Sini alleged that 51-year-old Greenport 
resident, Lavain Creighton sold the lethal cocaine to 
two overdose victims, 40-year-old Shelter Island chef 
Swainson Brown (identified as “SB”) and an East 
Marion man identified only as “ML,” both of whom 
died on August 13. 

He did not include the other four North Fork over- 
dose deaths in the current charges. 

Creighton’s alleged supplier, 46-year-old Justin 
Smith of Smithtown, was also arrested in possible 
connection with the case, for one count of criminal 
possession of a controlled substance in the third-de- 
gree, one count of criminal possession of a controlled 
substance in the seventh-degree and two counts of 
criminally using drug paraphernalia in the second 
degree. An investigation into his.role in the deaths is 


ongoing, the DA said, but noted that Smith is a known: 


repeat offender who was currently out on bail for a 
pending case where he was charged with six counts 
of criminal possession of a controlled substance in the 
third degree, along with lesser included offenses. In 
that case, Sini pointed out, a half-ounce of fentanyl, 
638 milligrams of cocaine and more than $20,000 in 
cash were recovered, as well as a drug ledger. 


Creighton was_ re- 
manded_ without bail 
and faces.a maximum 
sentence of 54 years in ° 
prison. 

Smith, who received 
lesser charges, is a “dis- 
cretionary persistent fel- 
ony. offender’”—meaning 
someone who stands to be convicted of a felony who 
has already been convicted of two felonies—so he is 
facing a possible life sentence, Sini said, noting Smith’s 
bail was set at $200,000 cash, $500,000 bond or $2.5 
million secured bond with a bail source hearing. 

Significant evidence—including cellphone call and 
text records, geolocation data, matching drug pack- 
aging, ferry tickets and even video of one victim’s car 
heading toward Creighton’s apartment—was gathered 
to back up the arrests, Sini said, noting they are still 
investigating to potentially add or upgrade the charg- 
es. 

“Creighton and Smith could have potentially sold 
drugs to numerous individuals on Long Island,” Sini 
said, displaying an image of the two alleged offend- 
ers. He asked that anyone who may have bought drugs 


from either of the men please call 631-852-NARC, an 


anonymous tips line. “This will help us recover lethal 
drugs from our community and help protect the com- 
munity,” Sini added. 

Death by Dealer 

Following his announcement of the arrests, Sini and 
gathered the lawmakers laid out a plan to pass new 
bi-partisan legislation that would make it possible to 
charge drug dealers with felony homicide, in either the 
first or second degree, with a sentencing minimum of 
15 years to life and a maximum of 25 years to life, ifthe 
drugs they sell cause people to die. 

The bill, which was introduced by New York State 
Senator Todd Kaminsky and State Assemblywoman 
Judy Griffin, gives police across the state the tools 
needed to bring appropriate justice to dealers. whose 
wares kill people. “Law enforcement shouldn't have 
to hold strategy meetings and brainstorming sessions 
about how to put murderers behind bars,” Sini said,

noting that the county has been very creative over 
the years to put dealers away for overdose deaths, but 


the new law would make things much easier, and the 


charges would be much more significant. 

“If we're able to prove the case, you would think 
that the law would provide justice, and that’s what 
the Death by Dealer statute does,” Sini said. “It’s very 
simple—if you sell drugs and cause death, you'll be 


held liable.”

Kaminsky said adding fentanyl to drugs should be - 


treated by the law as an A-level homicide. “We should 
treat it exactly like pulling a trigger at someone, exact- 
ly like holding a dangerous weapon up to someone’s 
body, because that’s exactly what bi is,” he said, add- 
ing, “It’s time the law catches up:” 

State Senator Anthony H. Palumbo explained that 
under current law, manslaughter in the second degree 
is a Class-C non-violent felony, while selling cocaine 
or fentanyl is a Class-B non-violent felony, “so the top 
charge of selling drugs is actually worse than killing 
someone by selling drugs.” He said the new bill would 
fix this. 

State Assemblywoman Jodi Giglio called on the 
Senate and Assembly to convene session immediately 
and adopt this bill. “We cannot wait another day, we 
cannot lose any more lives,” she said. 

Suffolk County Executive Steve Bellone said pre- 
vention, education and treatment still remain critical 
to fighting the opioid epidemic, and more is needed, 
but law enforcement is also critical, and they need 
the tools to do their job. “There has been too much 


heartache, too much pain. We have been battling this 


epidemic for years now,” he said, adding, “New. York 
must take a stand on this issue and pass this Death by 
Dealer statute.”

DAN’S 


danspapers.com 


Einstein’s Other Theory

hen he was 60 

years. old, Albert 
Einstein rented a small 
cottage on Nassau Point in 
Southold. It was the summer of 
1939. He enjoyed sailing, sunbath- 
ing and long walks by day, and playing 
violin in a local string quartet that met 
twice a week in one another’s homes to 
play Brahms, Beethoven and Mozart. 
Joining him at the cottage were his 
daughter Liserl and his secretary Helen 
Dukas, who cooked and cleaned for him 
and did his mail while he worked on a 
chalkboard in the living room, expand- 
ing on his scientific theories. Having tri- 
umphed with E=mc2 which explained 
certain things about light, energy, and 
mass, he was now trying to find a proof 
for what he called his Unified Theory. 

Last week, bulldozer operators were 

tearing down the little shack he rented 
to make way for a 10-bedroom, 14-bath 
waterfront mansion when they discov- 


ered a ripped and dirty folder behind — 


the furnace in the basement containing 
a never-before-seen notebook in which 
were his musings and calculations about 
another theory he was working on in his 
spare time. It involved gravity. 

“Gravity has always fascinated me,” he 
wrote in this notebook. “It holds our feet 


down on the Earth. But we don’t know | 


what causes it. What we do know is that 
people on the other side of the Earth in 
responding to gravity stand upside down 
from the way we do. I first thought about 
this while digging down in the sand.” 

Einstein theorized that if you dig 
deeper and deeper, gravity will get stron- 
ger and stronger. Then, at the very center 
of the Earth, gravity would suddenly and 
dramatically twist you upside down. 

“Tt could be dangerous,” he wrote. 
“The best. way to survive this attempt 
to rip you apart would be to assume the 
fetal position. Soon this push-pull will 
end. Then, you will be again be able to 
dig at your feet but upside down. And 
you can proceed to China.” 

Accompanying this entry were 83 
pages of mathematical formulas, which 
will shortly be turned over to mathema- 
ticlans at Princeton University for fur- 
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ther examination. Princeton 
was, back in 1939, the home 
for the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Studies, where Ein- 
stein was a faculty member. 
Thus, during summer recess, 
he could enjoy his vacation on 
that Southold Bay beach for a while 

— a peaceful pursuit. : 
Einstein also made a drawing of our 
solar system in this notebook to further 
explain his gravity theory. All the plan- 
ets were circling the sun with moons cir- 
cling the planets. In these drawings, he 
noted that the smaller planets, Mercury, 
Venus and Mars, had stronger grav- 
ity pulls than we experience on Earth, 
while the larger planets, such as Jupiter 
and Saturn, had weaker gravity on their 


_ surfaces. 


And he wrote this in this notebook. 
“If you peeled off precisely 22.4056 


percent of the Earth’s outer crust, you 


would feel the same gravity pull that 
they feel on Mars. Could the human 
body withstand those stronger pres- 
sures for any length of time? I do not 
know. Perhaps a physician could tell us.” 

He headlined this paragraph “Orange 
Peel Calculation.” 

Further back in this notebook, there 
is indication that he was starting to de- 
velop a further theory. It involved mag- 
netism. 

“If you put two pieces of magnetized 
metal a few inches from one another, 
they suddenly pull themselves together 
with a snap. Conversely, if you pry them 
apart and then turn one so its other side 
faces the other, it will repel the other 
when it gets close,” he wrote. “I observe 
that there is no further weakening of 
this energy over time. It seems to me 
that if one could give this activity a little 
push to get it going, it could become a 
perpetual motion machine.” 

Imagine that. Here in 1939 at Nassau 
Point is an attempt to create an engine 
that would never need more than one 
burst of fuel to get it going. What fore- 
sight Einstein is displaying here. He 
was so ahead of his time. 5 

What follows after this introduction 
are 19 pages of handwritten formulas 
and calculations about magnetism end- 
ing with the words “perhaps not.” It’s

sad. 

Dan’s Papers contacted Jonathan 
Havermeyer, Ph.D., at Princeton to ask 
him about the discovery of the note- 
book. 

“Maybe this is something Einstein 
wrote and maybe it is not,” he said in 
his heavy German accent. “An email of 
a sample page surely seems to be in his 
handwriting, but we really have to see 
the whole thing. In any case, although 
the work on magnetism is interesting, 
the description you have told me about 
gravity clearly is not. As we know to- 
day, having landed on the Moon and 
on Mars, the pull of gravity on heav- 
enly bodies is weaker as the bodies 
get smaller. We have seen astronauts 
bounding around on the moon, expe- 
riencing this weaker gravity. Einstein 
has this exactly backwards. On the 
other hand, Einstein, in 1939, could not 
know this, since the first men did not 
walk on the moon until 1969. It seems 
Einstein was, that summer, barking up 
the wrong tree, just as we later showed 
he was barking up the wrong tree with 
his still unproven Unified Theory.” 

Poor Einstein. 

And Einstein was not the only one 


writing notes on Nassau Point that 
summer. One of the members of the 
quartet he joined was David Rothman, 
who kept his own diary of their friend- 
ship. 

“Once I asked Einstein if he could 
explain to me how E=mc2 works,” 
Rothman wrote. “He said of course he 
could, but he'd have to get a pad and 
pencil to show me the equations prov- 
ing things. I told him I didn’t know 
from equations. I only had a high 
school education. Could he do it with- 
out the equations? He said certainly he 
could, and then we sat down and he be- 
gan talking about how a metal rod con- 
tracts in the direction of its spin. And 
then forgetting himself, he lapsed into 
a complicated mathematical formula. 

_ ‘We said no mathematics, I noted. 
He sighed. Then he said, ‘But this is so 
trivial.’ Well, we gave up on the effort.” 

Today, there is a white marble bust of 
Einstein on a pedestal in the courtyard 
adjacent to the Rothman Department 
Store building in downtown Southold. 
There are benches there where you can 


sit and contemplate the. universe and 


the man who helped us get a better un- 
derstanding of it. 
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Mask Debate Heats Up: — 


Back-to-School Mask Mandate Comes Amid Rise in Delta Variant

tudents, teachers and staffers at 

the nearly two dozen school dis- 
tricts across the East End will have to 
don masks this fall, following an Aug. 
24 order from new Gov. Kathy Hochul. 
Hochul issued the order within 
hours of taking office after her prede- 
cessor, Gov. Andrew Cuomo, resigned 
amid an impeachment inquiry. The 
mandate comes as parents, students 
and school officials across the region 
have been debating whether or not 
masks are necessary for children in 
the classroom setting during the on- 
going coronavirus pandemic. School 


starts next month at Twin Forks dis- 
tricts. 

“My number one priority is getting 
children back to school and protect- 
ing the environment so they can learn 
safely,” said Hochul, who directed the 
New York State Department of Health 
to institute universal masking for any- 
one entering schools, launched a Back 
to School COVID-19 testing program 
to make testing widely available and 
requiring vaccinations for all school 
personnel with an option to test out 
weekly. She is using $335 million in 
federal funds to launch the new CO- 
VID-19 Testing in Schools Program in 
partnership with local health depart- 


ments and BOCES in New York State 
outside of New York City. 

Hochul also launched an additional 
back-to-school COVID-19 | testing 
program in partnership with the 
U.S. Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services, Rite Aid and BioRef- 
erence to make testing more widely 
available for statewide public school 
students before the start of the 2021- 
2022 school year. 

Testing appointments will be avail- 
able to students in grades K-12 at the 


. 115 Rite Aid drive-through locations. 


Students are required to pre-register 
online and schedule a time slot for 
testing. Students aged 17 and under 
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must have parental or legal guard- 
ian consent and be accompanied by 
a guardian at time of testing in the 
drive-through. Digital results will 
be delivered to parents for students 
to bring to school. COVID-19 tésting 
is voluntary and will be provided at 
no cost to the student’s family nor 
to the school district. The state also 
has available more than 4.3 million 
child-sized clothed face masks, about 
10 million adult-sized clothed face 
masks and almost 55 million non- 
surgical face masks to provide to stu- 
dents and teachers in schools across 
the state.

and against breaking out at recent lo- 
cal school board meetings. Some dis- 
tricts, such as Sag Harbor schools, for 
example, already require daily health 
‘screenings—temperature checks and 
questioning exposure—for. students 
who receive in-person instruction. 
“Unmask our kids!” said U.S. Rep. 
Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the congress- 
man who represents the East End and 
is the GOP gubernatorial challenger 
running against Hochul in the 2022 
elections, issuing a common refrain 
among critics of mask mandates. 
The debate comes as COVID-19 
deaths in the U.S. reached a five- 
month high last week as the more 
contagious Delta variant runs ram- 
pant in areas with low vaccination 
rates. Cases continue to rise, and 
the United States, as of Aug. 20, was 
averaging about 139,000 new infec- 
tions each day. The number of chil- 
dren hospitalized with COVID-19 is 
rising across the country and reached 
1,834 as of Aug. 18, according to data 
from the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services, a trend health 
experts attribute to the Delta variant

“We also sup- 
port the governor’s move to require 
regular COVID testing for school 
staff who are not yet vaccinated. It’s 
critical that educators, continue to 
have a voice in the implementation of 
vaccine requirements and other CO- 
VID policies at the local level.” 

State Commissioner of Education 
Dr. Betty A. Rosa agreed, saying: 
“The State Education Department 
supports a consistent application of 
masking requirements in schools, 
easing the return to school with a 
common line of defense against the 
spread of the COVID variant.”

O n 1.5 acres in the heart of Westhampton Beach 
is a home that offers lots of privacy and living 


space. The property at 64 Potunk Lane, known as _ 


“Twelve Oaks,” is listed with Brown Harris Stevens 
for $7.85 million. 

The classic home was originally built in 1924 and 
underwent several renovations, most recently in 
2018. With more than 8,000 square feet of living 
space on four levels, the home has nine bedrooms, 
eight full bathrooms and two half-baths — tons of 
room for family and perfect for kids with several 
play areas and even a bunk room. 

The first floor starts with a grand foyer flanked by 
the formal dining room on one side and the formal 
living room on the other, both with fireplaces. 

Through a set of doors in the dining room is a 
chef's kitchen that includes an expansive island 
with seating, a professional stove, double Sub-Zero 
refrigerators and two dishwashers. 

French doors lead out to the oversized, columned 
screened-in porch that provides more than 500 
square feet of space, all overlooking the flowering

gardens. The large, heated gunite pool and hot tub. 


are also part of the vista. 

Just off the kitchen is a breakfast/dining room 
that features a custom built-in serving bar. Just 
beyond the breakfast room, toward the front of the 
home, is a large sunken family room. Down the hall, 
past the screened-in porch is a powder room and a 
laundry room, and further down is a playroom.

Out back, there is a pool house with a bathroom 
and a gazebo that is said to mirror the one on the 
Westhampton Beach Village Green. 

“The breathtaking grounds feature flowering 
shrubs, lush lawn and a vegetable/herb garden,” the 
listing explains. 

A separate two-car garage also has a storage area 
above.

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$18.5 Million Dune Road Estate Sells Amid 
Flurry of Activity West of the Canal —

massive oceanfront estate on Dune Road in 

Quogue sold for $18.5 million, making it this 
year’s top sale in the hamlet to date during what 
appears to be a surge in demand for properties 
west of the Shinnecock Canal. 

Enzo Morabito of Douglas Elliman Real Estate 
had the listing for the 13,200-square-foot con- 
temporary home at 244 Dune Road. The eight- 
bedroom, 16-bath home, which boasts a a unique 
curvilinear design, went on the market April 14 
and quickly went into contract. 

“It’s no wonder this special home found an own- 
er so quickly,” Morabito says. “With spectacular 
sunsets over the bay and incomparable amenities, 
it provides all the best of a private resort. This 
beautiful, turnkey oceanfront property is the 
highest priced trade on Dune Road so far this 
year, but still offers incredible value west of the 
canal.” 

The last asking price was $19.8 million. 

There’s also another big sale underway on Dune 
Road. We hear that the sprawling oceanside house 
at 83 Dune Road in East Quogue, that had been 
listed at $19.45 million, is in contract. Meredith 
Murray, Robert Murray and Amanda Murray at 
the Corcoran Group hold that listing. 

Just before the first of the year, a 10,700-square-

foot oceanfront house in Quogue Village sold at 
$22.5 million, a million and a half above the ask- 
ing price. The 124 Dune Road transaction was 
the most expensive residential sale west of the 
Shinnecock Canal not only in 2020 but in history, 
Robert Canberg of Compass, who put together the 
deal, told Behind The Hedges at the time. 

The previous record was $16.5 million in 2017. 

So far this year, other notable sales include the 
bayfront property at 132 Dune Road in Westhamp- 
ton Beach, which exchanged hands at $9.7 million 
in February. The 6,500-square-foot house, located 
on just over an acre, went into contract less than 
60 days after going on the market in 2020, accord- 
ing to the listing agent, Jean-Marc Zarka of Doug- 
las Elliman at the time. 


“Since 2020, I’ve sold 10 other waterfront homes 
on Dune Road and the growth in demand and pric- 
ing here has been just incredible,” Morabito says. 

Some examples of other Dune Road properties 
Morabito sold: 46 Dune Road in Quogue sold for 
$9.85 million in April of 2020, while a two-acre 
property at 226 Dune Road in Quogue sold in No- 
vember of 2020 for $7.5 million. 

There is still plenty to scoop up on the Eines 
stretch of road, though. Morabito has five active 
listings on Dune Road alone.

I t’s not often that Dan’s Papers goes 
a year without running the annual 
Hampton Classic poster on its cover, 
and that’s because it’s equally, if not 
more, unheard of for the Hampton 
Classic to skip a year entirely. Unfortu- 
nately for fans of the horse show, 2020 
was the year that canceled nearly ev- 
erything, but not before the winning 
2020 Hampton Classic poster design 
was chosen. Equine photographer 
Shelli Breidenbach’s stunning design, 
the first photograph selected for a 
Hampton Classic poster since 2007, 
will now serve as the 2021 poster, and 
thus, our accompanying Dan’s Papers 
cover. 

Breidenbach has produced elegant 
and chic equine photos in a studio 
format for nearly 20 years. With a 
career history on Wall Street and in 
fashion photography, she found the 
most satisfaction photographing the 
horses she loved and rode in her free 
time before her equine photography 
evolved into something more. She 
began painting solid-color, 20-foot 


square backdrops for her horse sub- 
jects to keep the viewer’s eyes from 
getting distracted by visual back- 
ground noise, and she’s developed her 


process over the last decade to what 


she now calls “equestrian minimalist 
photography,” which emphasizes the 
beautiful unobstructed shape and ab- 
stract nature of the horse subject. 


What is the name of this year’s 
Hampton Classic poster, and 
what inspired this image? 

I don’t know that it actually has a 
name—it is just the Hampton Classic 
Poster 2021. The horse’s name, how- 
ever, is Touchdown. 


How was this impressive shot 
set up, captured and edited? 

At the time that this photo was tak- 
en, this incredible horse was owned 
by a friend and fellow rider at the barn 
I was also riding at. I had planned a 
photoshoot with several other horses, 
but had always been enamored with 
this particular horse. Not only has 
he had a very successful show jump- 
ing career, but he is an extraordinary 


mover—I could sit and watch him for 
hours. We included Touchdown in our 
photoshoot that day at my request, 
and he was an absolute dream to work 
with. Sometimes you never really 
know what a horse is willing to show 
you in front of the camera or 9n a set 
of this magnitude—but he was very 
relaxed, willing, and the results were 
everything and more than I could 
have hoped for. 


What has been the most sur- 
prising or exciting aspect of 
having your art featured on a 
Hampton Classic poster? 

The Hampton Classic has always 
been my favorite horse show. As a for- 
mer South Fork resident and Hamp- 
ton Classic competitor, I looked for- 
ward to this week every year, knowing 
that the competition would be some 
of the best in the country, held in an 


_exquisite environment that was ex- 


tremely well organized, well run, and 
most importantly, truly honored the 


horse and the tradition of horseman- - 


ship. As the first photographer to be 
chosen to represent the Hampton 
Classic poster since the brilliant Ste- 
ven Klein in 2007, I was both stunned 
and honored to have been given this 
opportunity. I am very excited to be 
here as the 45th Hampton Classic gets 
underway! 


In addition to horses, what 
else inspires you creatively? 

I truly love to travel, and often find 
inspiration from other surroundings 
and environments. A trip to South Af- 
rica almost 20 years ago inspired me 
to be a photographer, and I continue 
to welcome new ideas from different 
countries, cultures, and the back- 
grounds from within.

I loved the opportunity to create an 


equestrian-themed performance fab- 


ric line that has paired so beautifully 


with my photography. It has always 
been important to me to have a home 
that I could share with kids, dogs, 
horses and a menagerie of animals. 
One of the many things that I think 
COVID has taught us is that in addi- 
tion to the health, love and support of 
our families, our home and how we 
choose to spend that time within it 
has become significantly important. It 
is very important to me to be able to 
contribute to the comfort and the hap- 


- piness of families within their homes. 


What are you most looking 
forward to at the 2021 Hampton 
Classic? 

Being a spectator in one of the great- 
est horse ‘shows in the world—as well 
as knowing that the very high stan- 
dards and the traditions of this show 
will never change. Helping to repre- 
sent those principles from an artist's 
perspective is a very proud moment.

Burgess is world-famous for his 
incredible acting, as seen in Netflix’s 
Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt, Apple 
TV+’s animated Central Park and an 
unforgettable guest role on NBC’s 30 
Rock. What the casual TV watcher 
may not know is that Burgess also has 
an excellent set of pipes that have been 
showcased in Good Vibrations, Jersey 
Boys, The Little Mermaid and Guys 
and Dolls on Broadway, as well as in 
The Wiz and Into the Woods on stages 
across the country. 

He can currently be seen in the- 
aters portraying the late gospel 
singer James Cleveland in the 
Aretha Franklin biopic Re- 
spect. And on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 2, he can be found 
serenading the audience 
at Water Mill restaurant 
Calissa’s ultimate event in 
the Broadway Out East 
series. 

Burgess spoke on the 
phone to talk about his 
Calissa’ performance, | 
new projects and more. 

What has your 
professional career 
looked like since the 
pandemic began? 

I’ve not appeared on 
Broadway in over 12 years, 
but I still very much feel 
like my roots, my ties, are 
still there, and I have plans 
to go back. In fact, my first 
foray into sort of easing back 
into that world is starring in 
the Annie Live!, that will be 
on NBC in December, along 
with Nicole Scherzinger, Harry 
Connick Jr., Taraji P. Henson 
and others who haven't been an- 
nounced yet. For me, that’s my 
home luring me back to my home. 

But in terms of my world outside 
of theater, which has been predomi- 
nantly film and television, I’ve been 
able to do well. I’m currently starring 
in Respect, which is in theaters cur- 
rently, and I had Dishmantled, that 
was on Quibi, now it’s on Roku. 

I’ve worked steadily. I’ve been for- 
tunate enough to have executive pro- 
ducers, showrunners and such to fig- 
ure out safe ways and protocols for us

simultaneously. 

What are you most looking 
forward to about your upcoming 
performance in the Hamptons? 

Quite honestly, just singing. It’s 
something I don’t get to do much of 
in front of people. My degree is in 


music, and so I relish, 
cherish the moment 
that I actually get 
to share my gift of 
song. You would 
think it would 
be something 
that Id feel 
quite comfort- 
able with and 
lived-in, and 
in some ways 

I guess I 


am, but it’s been so long since I’ve done 
music in a live setting like that. So I’m 
a little nervous, but the butterflies are 
fun to feel because it lets me know that 
I care, and I do care. 

Can you give us a preview of the 
songs you plan to perform for the

No. [laughs] You just have to come. 
Tell us a little more about the 
experience you hope to give the 
crowd at Calissa.

' University of Georgia, and then 
with Joan Lader here in New 
York, has afforded me much ver- 
satility and agility. I’m able to move 
in and out of certain genres with great 
ease, not fatiguing myself or overdoing 
it, so I’m grateful to them and all they 
taught me. 

Congrats on the recent release 
of Respect. What was it like re- 
searching and then embodying 
the late James Cleveland? 
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I'll be honest with you, 
I knew a great deal about 
the man before I joined the 
project. I was a minister of 
music at my church since I 
was about 12 years old. I led 
a choir of about 60 people, 
all adults, and I would sit 
and play and teach all the 
parts and such. And much 
of our worship service, in 
the way of music, was refer- 
ring to the anthology or the 
catalog of James Cleveland. 
His songs served as our 
hymns, as our praise songs. 
My mom would listen to 
his sermons as she made 
dinner, my grandmother 
listened to his sermons, 
and as I sat, watched and 
learned how to cook, I also 


got a heavy dose of heav- — 


enly kingdom as James 
Cleveland explained it. In 
many ways, I feel like I’ve 
_ been preparing for that role 
all my life. 

I rarely will say I was the 
perfect choice, but I will 
say that in this instance, 
I was the perfect choice. 
They didn’t have to mine 
for a performance, because 
I knew this man—having 
never met him, I knew this 
man very intimately. 

Looking ahead _ to 
Annie Live!, what are 
you looking forward to 
bringing to the role of 
Rooster Hannigan? 

‘Rooster, as far as-I’ve 
seen on Broadway and TV, 
has always been a white 
man. And now he won't be. 
He will be very much an 
African American and all 
that embodies during that 
era. I will bring with me 
all the musical influences 
that were during that time, 
so it'll sound and feel way 
more different than what 
were used to hearing. All 
of the offerings of that role 
before me have been won- 
derful, and I’m excited to 
see a different version, feel a 
different version, hear a dif- 
ferent version and present a 
different version of that.

tant is it to you that you 
present audiences with 
different versions of 
iconic characters? 

It’s all that I know how 
to do, brother. I don’t know 
any other way to exist. It 
took so long for the indus- 
try to figure out what to do 
with me until I finally fig- 
ured out how to help them, 
which is to suggest that you 
don’t have to do anything 
with me, you just have to 
give me the part, and Ill 
handle it, I will take care 
of it.

I know 
that it is working from the 
amount of smiles and tears 
that I’ve been able to wit- 
ness from lovely fans and 
supporters who come up to 
me and thank me, and it lets 
me know that it matters— 
art matters. I’m so grateful 
that I get to be a servant to 
art, and of art.

ty a storm on April 
16, 1961, the captain 
of a commercial fishing 
boat off the coast of, Mon- 
tauk Point spotted a 19-gun, 
five-torpedo and eight depth- 
charge-projecting World War II de- 
stroyer adrift at sea, wildly pitching 
and rolling. No.crew was to be seen. 

The U.S. Navy was glad to hear of 
it. This was the USS Baldwin, a highly 
decorated warship that had survived 
hits during the Normandy invasion, 
sunk German E-boat surface vessels, 
participated in the American land- 
ing in Southern France and been part 
of the escort that brought America’s 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt to 
meet with England’s Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill and Russia’s Pre- 
mier Joseph Stalin at Yalta in Febru- 
ary 1945 to discuss how to finish off the 
Germans. 

On April 16, 1961, the ship, after be- 
ing retired and tied up at the South 
Boston Naval Annex, had been under 
tow bound for Philadelphia when the

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tow ropes snapped and the ship 
drifted off. Two nights later, 
after desperate Navy ef- 
forts to get it under control 
failed, it rumbled up and 
came to a halt on the rocks 
at Montauk where it wedged 
itself in at the bottom of a steep 
cliff in front of the oceanfront home of 
Balcomb Greene and his wife Terryn, 
just west of the lighthouse. 

More than 400 boats have wrecked 
along the shore in the Hamptons and 
Montauk since 1640. The Baldwin, at 
348 feet, was likely the largest of them. 
The Greenes slept through it. 

Of course a 20th century, steel-hulled 
warship from World War II is not go- 
ing to break up on the rocks anytime 
soon. Indeed, the following morning, 
the Greenes looked out their window 
and there it was down there. It would be 
there for months. 

Balcomb Greene was one of the great 
abstract expressionist painters whod 
moved from Manhattan to the Hamp- 
tons in the late 1940s seeking peace 
and quiet in studios in the woods. An 
imposing figure almost 6 feet 5 inches

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tall, Greene, assisted by friends, built 
his home himself. It included a studio, 
a grand living room and a great view of 
the sea. He painted giant semi-abstract 
canvases, often of ships lost in storms. 

Now here was one. 

If the Navy botched up towing the 
USS Baldwin, they continued botching 
up removing it. The Greenes had no pri- 
vacy until summer. 

The Navy quickly requisitioned the 
Greenes’ 1-acre side lawn, brought in 
two trailers, and populated it with of- 
ficers tasked to supervise getting the 
Baldwin off. The media came, too, with 
their trucks, cars and satellite dishes. 
Soon, it was a small city of reporters 
daily, interviewing the naval officers. 

At first, the Navy tried towing the 
Baldwin off. Three salvage ships an- 
chored offshore and using winches and 
chains pulled and pulled, but the Bald- 
win, making horrible scraping sounds, 
just moved a foot or two. Divers now 
found the bottom had been torn. Next, 
sailors came aboard with welding tools 
to cap the guns and seal the hatches. 
A stronger pull moved the Baldwin 
further, but then a chain broke and its

whiplash hit a sailor, killing him in- 
stantly. The effort was halted. 

Another month went by, and a new 
plan went into effect: Using air pumps 
up on the lawn, the Navy forced air 
through hoses down the cliff to the ship 
to create an air bubble belowdecks. With 
that, the Baldwin rose and lifted off the 
rocks. Success. 

_ One mile out at sea, newer Navy ships 
bombarded the Baldwin until she listed 
and finally sank to the bottom of the sea. 

Today, schools of fish make this un- 
derwater wreck home. Fishermen love 
it.

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Suffolk Theater:

uild Hall, Bay Street Theater, 

Westhampton Beach Perform- 
ing Arts Center, Gateway Playhouse, 
The Stephen Talkhouse—all the ma- 
jor East End performing arts venues 
have reopened in recent months to 
provide audiences with long-awaited 
live shows ... well, all but one venue. 
Suffolk Theater, the North Fork bas- 
tion of live entertainment, is finally 
ready to welcome guests to its first 
show in a year and a half. The rockin’ 
sounds of the Lords of 52nd Street 
will reverberate through Riverhead 
on Friday, August 27. 

With Suffolk Theater’s first show 
back so close, many thoughts and 
emotions run through director Dan 
Binderman’s head. “It’s been a long 
road. For those of us who are sus- 
tained by music and live entertain- 
ment, it’s been a hard year and a half,” 
he says. “Just to be back and celebrat- 
ing with people is going to be amaz- 
ing!” 

Describing 2020 as “hard” is quite

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the understatement, and Binderman 
is quick to elaborate that at the start 
of the pandemic, some estimates pre- 
dicted that a staggering 90% of ven- 
ues would go under before it was over. 
With the future as murky as it was 
back then, securing funding without 
live performances was critical to the 
theater's survival. Thankfully, Suffolk 
Theater was able to receive various 
grants, as well as additional support 
from those closest to it. “It was an ef- 
fort by the owners, myself and various 
friends of the theater tb try to keep it 
going,’ Binderman says, adding, “I 
think the biggest thing was faith.” 

While many venues turned to vir- 
tual programming during this time, 
Binderman felt that “the artists had 
it covered ... but we helped promote 
best we could.” Instead, he waited un- 
til he could give audiences “the right 
experience” at Suffolk Theater, which 
includes the theater’s well-loved din- 
ing menu, which may offer new sur- 
prises come showtime. “We wanted to 
bring people back for the full, real ex- 
perience, and I think we can do that 
now,” he says. 

With the length of the pandemic 
uncertain, venues such as Suffolk 
Theater had to frequently reschedule 
acts for dates when they assumed the 
world would be back to some form 
of “normal,” and luckily, most of the 
Riverhead theater’s acts were. able 
to be rescheduled for the actual re- 
opening. “Anybody in this industry 
will tell you that after a year and a 
half, some of these shows have been 
moved four times,” Binderman says. 

The reopening schedule is packed 
with both new acts and Suffolk

With over three dozen exciting 
shows scheduled for the coming 
months, Suffolk Theater’s reopen- 
ing seems to be well worth the wait.

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Chef Diego Feliciano Spices Up The Surf Lodge 


“P‘here’s a new chef 

in town at The Surf 
Lodge in Montauk. 
Seasoned Chef Diego 
Feliciano is tapping the 
East End’s rich supply of 
freshly grown ingredients 
and fish markets to bring - 
some of the tastiest new 
menu options this side of 
the Shinnecock Canal. We 
recently spoke to Feliciano 
about his unique approach 
to the kitchen, his take on 
life in Montauk, and what’s 
next at the lodge. 

How long have you 
been The Surf Lodge’s 
executive chef? 

I’ve been [the chef] ba- 
sically since the start of 
June, I started here May 
30 of this year, and I took 
the reins basically the day 
after I got here. 

And how did that re- 
lationship come to be? 
I was in contact with 
the director of operations 
of Dante, a restaurant in 
new York City that has 
a relationship with Surf 
Lodge. So he—his name 
is Mike Reilly—I applied 
to a position available in 
Montauk. I’ve never done 
the Hamptons-Montauk 
seasonal thing, but he was 
very happy and into me, I 
just had to come and do it. 
It was kind of random, but 
I’ve been very happy and 
it’s super exciting. It’s dif- 
ferent from the city. Just a 
different vibe and a differ- 
ent environment. But it’s 
very comforting, I’ve realized, out 
here. 

What’s unique about the way 
you design the menu and your 
style of cooking? 

I am a Puerto Rican, born and 
raised. I have worked in different 
restaurants and different environ- 
ments. I’ve worked for hotels, con- 
vention centers, independent restau- 
rants, and fine dining restaurants. 
So I like to combine my culture when 
I do menus, and I always like to 
work with seasonality, and use local 
products as much as I can. The first 
thing I did when I came here was 
start to contact the local fishermen 
to see what the local seafood was 
going to be, I started looking at the 
local produce, what’s in season, and 
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that’s how I design my menus. I go 
by what’s available, and what’s best 
right now, and that’s when I start, 


‘Okay, maybe I start combining fla- - 


vors and combining ingredients.’ I 
always like to throw my Caribbean 
and Latino influences in a couple of 
dishes and things that I do, because I 
think that’s when you as a guest have 
a good experience, when a menu is 
personalized, and it’s not generic. 
Also I have to study a little bit, be- 
cause like I told you, I’ve never been 
out here. I have to study a little bit 
about what the locals like; I have to 
have my lobster roll, I have to have, 
you know, oysters, things like that. 
But I always like to plate it and just 
play around with some flavor combi- 
nations so it’s a little different. 
How else do you incorpo- 


rate local ingredients and the 
Hamptons culture into your 
cooking? 

I research a little bit of what the 
people like here. I started going to 
different restaurants, researching 
menus, things like that. A local fa- 
vorite, for example, is the lobster 
rolls. I started researching local bak- 
eries and I found a really good one 
called Newlight Breadworks in East 
Hampton, and they deliver my bread 
every day. I found a local fish shop 
called Gosman’s, and they deliver 
my lobster every day. So that’s what I 
do. I basically see what’s available in 
the area locally, support local busi- 


nesses as much as I can, and I create | 


my dishes ... In this space in the Surf 
Lodge, is a party vibe. People want 
to have fun, they don’t like stuffy 


food, they want fresh. We 
always present fresh ele- 
ments of every dish, so it 
doesn’t feel too heavy. So 
you can keep parting all 
night if you want to. I don’t 
like dishes that you can- 
not move afterwards, you 
know? 

What’s your favorite 
thing about the Surf 
Lodge? 

The sunsets here are just 
incredible. It’s really show- 
stopping, it’s something 
that I’ve never seen before. 
But other than just the lo- 
cation itself is the people 
that I work with. It’s re- 
ally very unique, it’s a very 
international kitchen and 
very international people 
that work here from dif- 
ferent parts of the world 
which is very inclusive. I’ve 
been working with Brazil- 
ians, with Argentinians, 
with African Americans, 
with white people, Puerto 
Ricans, Columbians, Euro- 
peans. It’s really amazing, 
because you learn from 
them everyday. 

What else do you 
hope guests take away 
from this dining expe- 
rience? 

So-I just hope that they 
get a sense of who I am, 
and what I’m trying to 
do. My culinary point of 
view is to present fresh, 
healthy food that is en- 
joyable. I just want [my 
guests] to finish the meal 
and feel good about them- 
selves and know that it was worth 
it to take the drive or the trip here, 
because they know they’re going to 
have a fulfilling meal that’s served 
fresh and with local ingredients 
and made in-house. We don’t get 
anything frozen here. We make ev- 
erything in-house and I take a lot of 
pride in that. So that’s what I hope 
that they get, that they come here 
and they get a fulfilling meal that 
makes them feel-good: about them- 
selves, and hopefully they can cre- 
ate some memories, and they can 
come back, because they had a re- 
ally nice experience.

Recalls Classic Local Game

n official, Hasbro-licensed Monopoly Hamp- 
tons Edition is currently in the works for 
a summer 2022 release. Instead of the game’s 
original Atlantic City-based squares, this edition 
will feature numerous Hamptons landmarks, lo- 
cations and even businesses on a redesigned ver- 
sion of the classic Monopoly board, with all the 
Chance and Community Chest cards themed to 
fit with our local hamlets and villages. 
Little has been revealed as of yet, aside from 
a handful of squares—including Montauk Light- 
house as a blue property, LongHouse Reserve in 
the orange and Shinnecock Hills Golf Club as 
part of the fuchsia neighborhood—but these may 


not be the final product. That, it turns out, will. 


depend greatly on suggestions from the public 
and who decides to buy in as a sponsor. 

Top Trumps USA, which has already released 
Monopoly games themed for San Antonio, Tex- 
as; Cambridge, Massachusetts; and Greenwich, 
Connecticut, announced their new Monopoly 
The Hamptons Edition on August 18 along with 
a request for submissions from Hamptons locals, 
fans and vacationers in-the-know via email at 
thehamptons@toptrumps.com through Septem- 
ber 8. Now is your chance to campaign to see the 
Montauk Walking Dunes, Agawam Park, Long 
Wharf in Sag Harbor or any other spot that mat- 
ters to you immortalized in cardboard! 

The submissions are already filling the Top 
Trumps inbox, but the Monopoly board has just 
22 squares, and the company says they want an 
accurate portrayal of the region and what this 
community truly wants to see. Then again, if 
you've got the bucks, you might just be able to buy 
your way in—after all, this is America, and Mo- 
nopoly has always been a game about economics, 
real estate and high-stakes development. What 
could be more on-brand? 

“We want to give everybody the opportunity to 
be on the board and have a chance to be part of this 
game,” Top Trumps marketing manager Dennis 
Gavaghen explains, noting that sponsors can have 
their company, museum or landmark included in 


a wide variety of ways, such as property squares, 


customized Chance and Community Chest cards, 
or even just an appearance on the box lid photo 
montage. That said, Top Trumps is making sure 
all the final businesses and landmarks are true 
Hamptons mainstays and not fly-by-night opera- 
tions that will be gone before the game has been 
on shelves for a year. : 
“Sure, someone might want to be sponsor for 
the board, but we do have to make sure on our end 
these places are credible, too,” Gavaghen points 


out, noting that they’re only accepting three res- 
taurants, and have denied places that aren’t the 
right fit. “We expect this game to be played for the 
next 20 to 50 years. ... We want the partners on 
the board to be around for as long as the game is.” 
Speaking of 20-year-old games, this all may 
sound rather familiar to longtime Hamptons resi- 
dents. Monopoly The Hamptons Edition almost 
exactly follows the idea and business model of the 
once quite popular Hamptonopoly, an unofficial 
version of the classic game first sold locally as far 
back as 1989, according to its creator Matt Seine. 
While Seine’s version couldn’t legally use the 
iconic Monopoly imagery or words—Chance cards, 
for example, became “Fate” and “Go” became 


“Start”—the layout and play were identical, with - 


each square representing an area business. Hamp- 
tonopoly was even featured in The New York Times 
back in July of 2003. And, like Top Trumps, Seine 
made “opoly” games for lots of different locales, 
along with other creations, including a trivia game 
and beautifully painted town posters featuring all 
the area businesses that bought slots. 


So the story goes, Seine copied Monopoly and 


now, it seems, Monopoly could be copying him. 
The circle of life, and business. 

“They may be doing exactly what I was doing,” 
Seine says, amused to learn Hamptons Monopoly 
is going legit. “I’ll be interested to see whether 
they’re chasing the Hardy Plumbings of the world 


or really chasing Hampton corporate America, 


if you will,” he continues, adding, “Somewhere 
they have a game of ours.” 

Seine says he became known as “the Monop- 
oly man” around town while he was making the

games, and he considered it a “badge of honor.” 
He’s still proud of the products he made, and 
enjoys talking about the old days running his 
games operation while living in Sag Harbor. “We 
were a mom-and-pop [business], but we were a 
little bigger than a mom and pop in our heyday,” 
he recalls. “I supported a wife and two kids in 
good enough fashion for two and a half decades,” 
Seine adds, noting that he’s a salesman at heart 
and could have just as easily ended up selling in- 
surance. But that definitely wouldn’t have been 
as fui «= 

Gavaghen says Top Trumps is aware of the 
copycat” companies making Monopoly-like 
games in cities all over the world. “Those are 
fine—they’re always very successful, but there’s 
only one Hasbro. There’s only one of the world’s 
largest gaming brand. There’s only one Mr. Mo- 
nopoly,” he explains. “That’s what we’re bringing 
to the table. We’re bringing the real Monopoly 
game. ... We’re the only Hasbro out there. There’s 
no other us.” :

The second time he came was five 
years ago aS a spectator. Then, in 
2019, he came out to umpire. The 
game stopped upon his arrival and 
people went over to shake his hand. 

Here just prior to the beginning of 
this year’s game, security people from 
the former president’s detail arrived

to say that Bill Clinton was on his 
way and again wanted to umpire. We 
dusted off the pitcher’s mound. Upon 
arrival he stood on it and spoke to the 
crowd. 

“Nobody needs my opinion on im- 
portant things anymore,” he said.-“So 
I get to do what I want. So here I am. I 
love the game.” 

State Supreme Court Judge Richard 
B. Lowe, III, who usually umpires the 
later innings, handed the president a 
bright yellow shirt that said UMPIRE 
on the back and he put it on. 

And so we all settled in for the 
game, which was so much fun. 

Sportswriter Mike Lupica started 
off for the Writers with a sharp single 
to left, but then took second on a 
fielder’s error. Two batters later, es- 
sayist and musician Andy Friedman 
hit a towering three-run home run 
over the left field wall and’into the 
tennis court beyond. 

After the homer, a 7-foot piping 
plover bird named Piper, the game’s 
first official mascot, was supposed 
to run out onto the field and flap his 
wings with happiness. But it didn’t 
happen. 

Then Comedian Peter Cestaro and 
musician Eddie McCarthy hit home 
runs in the bottom of the first. More 


home runs were hit by Artists later 
in the game, one by actor Adam Pally 
and the other by Brian Pfund. Still no 
piping plover bird. What was wrong 
with that bird? 

Turned out because it was a hot, 
muggy day, nobody would put on this 
heavy bird costume. So that was that. 

The game went along with first one 
team in the lead and then the other. 
Amidst the spectacular diving catch- 
es and dropped fly balls, there were 
numerous other interesting plays. For 
example, musician Taylor Hanson hit 
a ground ball to short but then, to beat 
the throw, threw himself into a dusty 
headfirst slide for first base hoping to 
beat the tag. It didn’t do him any good. 
Nobody tags you coming to first base. 

In another interesting play at first 
base, landscape artist Ed Hollander 
bobbled the ball well ahead of the 
arriving runner, then threw himself 
on the ground, squirmed over and 
reached out with the ball to tap the 
bag for the out.

Game over. 

What a wonderful day, all for char- 
ity. 

After the game, driving east in the 
dark toward home and the expected 
arrival of this supposedly spectacular 
hurricane, I watched a full moon rise 
ominously into a dark sky of angry 
black clouds. Heading toward me was 
an endless traffic jam of cars with their 
headlights on heading west toward 
New York City, its occupants hysteri- 
cally fleeing the Hamptons. The next 
day, Henri, to everyone’s surprise, 
veered away from the Hamptons, and 
instead flooded these people in New 
York with 8 inches of driving rain.

hen Vanessa from 

Honduras hugged her 

mother goodbye, she 
didn’t realize it might be the 
last time she ever would — but 
her mother knew. 

“She was crying so much 
when I left that my last mem- 
ory of her was her face with 
streams of tears,” said Van- 
essa, who was just 21 at the 
time of her departure to the 
United States in 2005. “She 
held me tight as she hugged 
me. She didn’t want to lose me. 
I cried too as I said goodbye to 
her and my little brother who 
was only eight at the time. My 
mother was sobbing and say- 
ing, ‘I might never be able to 
see you or hold you again.” 

She was right about a few 
things. Not only was the trip 
more dangerous than her 
daughter understood at the 


time, but also since Vanessa’s 
journey to the US, she and her 
family back home have only 
been able to Skype. And, while 
she has no regrets about com- 
ing to America, Vanessa says 
that looking back, she had no 
idea the kind of danger she 
was putting herself in trying 
to cross the border. 

“Looking back, I cannot 
believe how naive I was. I got 
dressed up for my trip. I was 
wearing suit pants with a nice 
blouse and jacket. I looked like 
I was going to the office!” Van- 
essa recalled. “Ihad even done 
my nails and hair in prepara- 
tion for the trip! I thought I 
would be driven to the United 
States, that this would be a 
civilized, albeit rigorous jour- 
ney.” 

Instead, Vanessa endured 
a long and treacherous jour- 


ney which began with a coyote 
telling her to change clothes. 

“T was young and pretty, 
and he was concerned that 
I would be singled out and 
would be at risk from the men 
that I would encounter on my 
trip,” she said, but as her jour- 
ney went on, Vanessa would 
eventually come to pass with 
other physical and even envi- 
ronmental dangers. 

Her first shock came 
aboard a freight train — 
which she hadn’t realized she 
would have to jump onto, and 
upon which there would be no 
real seats — where a young 
boy playing with the machin- 
ery had his finger cut off. 

“T remember being horror- 
struck by all that blood,” Van- 
essa said. “There was nothing 
they could do for the boy ex- 
cept wrap his severed finger 


in a piece of cloth, and he had 


‘to stay on the train. There was 


no chance of getting off and go- 
ing to a doctor.” 

And, weeks later on what 
felt like Vanessa’s never-end- 
ing journey, she would not 
have access to.a doctor when; 
after getting separated from 
her group, she was alone and 
lost in the desert. 

“T didn’t know if I would 
ever get out of there alive,” she 
said, adding that, “Just when 
I felt things couldn’t get any 
worse I found myself falling 
into a pit, and when I picked 
myself up I realized there 
were human skeletons all 
around me.” 

By the grace of God; she 
says, she clawed her way out 
—and just when she was at the 
end of the rope, she asked for 
Heaven’s help once more. 


“T begged God to not let me 
die in the desert, to please let 
me arrive at my destination, 
or at least let immigration 
pick me up and take me back 
to Honduras,” Vanessa said. 
“T saw a plane overhead, and 
I screamed and waved, hoping 
it was an immigration plane, 
but it was only a passenger 
plane. I kept praying to God to 
save me.” on 

Vanessa then found her- 
self walking toward a bright 
light before fainting. When she 
awoke, she was in the home ofa 
friendly couple — the woman, 
a nurse. 

“She was American, and 
her husband was Mexican. I 
was so dehydrated that the lady 
put me on a drip. At the time I 
couldn’t even remember my 
name. I was covered in spines 
from the prickly bushes and 


. cactus plants. I had been sleep- 


ing with these 48 prickles in 
me, and I hadn’t even noticed, 
as I was so close to death,” Van- 
essa said. “The lady gently re- 
moved all these prickles and 
spikes from all over my body. I 


felt the light of God had now de- | 


livered me to an angel.” 

She’d made it. 

Vanessa’s uncle, who is a 
US citizen, flew to Phoenix to 
meet her — and the American 
angel who’d nursed her back 
to life drove her there to meet 
him. She spent about a year 
and a half with him and the 
rest of her family in Tennessee, 
before moving to New York to 
meet her boyfriend from back 
home in Honduras. Today, the 
two have a little boy, and still 
send money back home to their 
families. 

“I often think back on my 


. hightmare trip and wonder if 


it was worth risking my life. 
For me, I believe the answer is 
yes, because I did make it,” she 
said” 

But her dream is to. return 
to Honduras and to the life that 
she is building there in the 
meantime. 

“My dream is to save up 
money, so I can have a good 
life in my own beautiful coun- 
try,” she said, “and I can’t wait 
to return and be reunited with 
my family.”

F rom the community to the courtroom, Christo- 
pher McGrath is a force for good. 

An attorney by trade, Chris McGrath has become 
one of the most well-respected names in our re- 
gion’s legal world, representing clients from New 
York City to Long Island’s Twin Forks.
